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To  the  Southam  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  1961.  There  has  been  a  rise  in  population  and  the 
birth  rate  continues  to  run  at  a  rate  well  above  the  death 
rate  which  is  unusually  low.  There  have  been  no  epidemics 
of  infectious  disease. 

Brevity,  it  is  said,  is  the  soul  of  wit.  Compression  of 
the  length  of  this  year’s  report  enables  it  to  be  produced 
earlier  than  for  several  years  past,  has  lightened  the  labours 
of  compiling  the  records  and  will  in  turn  lessen  the  cost  of 
printing. 

This  year’s  story  is  by  no  means  displeasing.  There  have 
been  improvements  in  water  distribution,  tenders  for  several 
new  sewerage  schemes  and  real  progress  in  the  slum  clearance 
programme.  These  things  in  their  turn  make  possible  im¬ 
provements  in  food  premises.  The  passage  of  seven  years 
since  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  became  law  has  not  sufficed 
to  make  the  food  trades  or  the  public  really  hygiene  con¬ 
scious. 

Among  the  causes  of  death  diseases  of  the  heart,  coro¬ 
nary  vessels  and  arteries  are  by  far  the  largest  group.  Next 
in  importance  came  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis,  diseases  of 
blood  vessels  supplying  the  brain  and  nervous  system  and 
cancerous  or  malignant  tumours  generally.  These  may  all  be 
classed  as  causes  likely  to  increase  numerically  in  importance 
as  the  average  span  of  life  lengthens. 

This  is  not  so,  however,  regarding  figures  for  deaths 
from  lung  cancer.  Here  an  accusing  finger  must  point 
squarely  at  increased  sales  of  cigarette  tobacco.  Five  deaths 
in  a  year  may  not  at  first  sight  seem  much.  There  was  a 
national  increase  of  close  upon  one  thousand.  Our  propor¬ 
tion  per  thousand  of  population  is  indeed  below  the  national 
average.  E.xpressed,  however,  as  a  percentage  of  all  male 
cancers,  the  lung  series  forms  31%  of  the  whole  and  at  this 
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level  is  only  fractionally  behind  35,8%  for  England  and 
Wales.  Lower  levels  are  to  be  expected  in  rural  districts. 
The  Ministries  of  Health  and  Education  are  to  supply  local 
authorities  with  free  publicity  material  warning  the  public 
of  the  health  risks  incurred  by  cigarette  smokers.  These 
messages  may  come  too  late  for  the  majority  of  regular 
smokers.  It  is  important  that  they  should  reach  the  young — 
tomorrow’s  smokers — in  time  before  commercial  pressures 
have  succeeded  in  making  smoking  a  junior  school  habit. 
One  would  wish  to  see  more  official  use  made  in  such  a  cam¬ 
paign  of  the  same  mass  media  of  communication  as  are 
favoured  by  the  vendors  of  tobacco  to  increase  their  sales. 

May  I  record  my  sincere  thanks  in  conclusion  to  the 
chairman  and  members  for  their  courteous  and  kind  recep¬ 
tion  at  all  times  and  for  the  encouragement  which  this  has 
brought  ?  I  wish  also  to  thank  Mr.  Whitehead  and  his  staff 
particularly  for  keeping  me  informed  on  all  matters  apper¬ 
taining  to  my  office.  Indeed  all  your  officers  from  the  Clerk 
to  the  most  junior  grade  have  been  most  friendly  and  help¬ 
ful.

Again  no  deaths  occurred  from  disease  or  accidents  of 
pregnancy  and  childbirth  or  from  infantile  diarrhoea. 
Common  infectious  diseases  did  not  figure  this  year  among 
the  killer  diseases  except  for  one  death  certified  as  due  to 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis.

C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

Water  Supply.— booster  station  was  built  at  Southam 
so  as  to  increase  pressure  in  the  higher  parts  of  the  town  with 
a  special  view  to  any  future  increase  in  draw-off  to  meet  the 
needs  of  new  housing  and/or  light  industry^  Extensions  to 
water  mains  w'ere  made  both  at  Knightcote  Road  and  Stock- 


Regular  sampling  of  the  piped  water  supply  was  carried 
out  throughout  the  year,  70  samples  being  taken  Samples 
from  private  supplies,  i.e.  shallow  wells  and  boreholes,  were 
taken  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health  and  8  samples 
from  such  supplies  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  all  -4 
samples  were  unsatisfactory. 

Sewerage  Schemes.— Dvixmg  1961  work  went  on  in 
sewerage  schemes  at  Stockton,  Priors  Marston,  Long  Itching- 
ton  and  Shotteswell.  Tenders  were  received  by  the  Council 
for  approved  schemes  at  Famborough,  Warmington  and 
Ratley. 


D.  HOUSING. 

Nine  Clearance  Orders  affecting  59  properties  m  14 
Clearance  Areas  were  made  and  submitted  to  the  Minister 
for  confirmation.  Early  in  1961  confirmation  was  received 
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of  the  Southam  Clearance  Orders  Nos.  32  to  36  inclusive 
which  dealt  with  34  properties.  Rehousing  of  tenants  was 
therefore  promptly  under  way.  Two  individual  unfit  houses 
were  closed  in  accordance  with  the  appropriate  procedure  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1957. 

The  Council  had  under  construction  115  units  of  its 
Council  house  programme.

E.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

No  prosecutions  were  taken. 

Inspection  of  Food  Premises. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  and 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Informal  notices  relating  to  contraventions  of  the  Act 
or  regulations  were  sent  in  several  instances.  These  related 
to  : — 

{a)  Fish  and  Chip  Shop. 

(i)  lacking  constant  hot  water  supply  available 
over  basin. 

{ii)  floors  and  walls  not  kept  clean  and  floor 
covering  badly  worn. 

{in)  food  rooms  having  a  variety  of  articles  stored 
therein  unrelated  to  food  business,  viz.  paint 
tins,  old  motor  tyres,  etc. 

{iv)  yard  gulley  choked  with  potato  parings,  etc., 
and  in  foul  condition. 

(^|)  assistants  seen  to  be  serving  open  food  in  shop 
with  unclean  and  inadequate  protective 
clothing. 

{b)  Butcher’s  Shop  {retail). 

{i)  holding  on  the  premises  in  cold  store  joints  of 
meat  in  a  mouldy  and/or  decomposing  state. 
{ii)  had  exposed  for  sale  poultry  in  a  condition 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

{in)  had  unclean  conditions  in  food  preparation 
room. 
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{iv)  with  equipment  not  kept  clean. 

The  latter  premises  had  been  registered  under  section  16 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  previously. 

(c)  Mobile  Shop.

(n)  Dirty  equipment. 

Meat  Inspection. — All  animal  carcasses  slaughtered  with¬ 
in  the  district  for  human  consumption  were  submitted  for 
inspection  by  your  officers.  A  tabular  statement  gives 
details  of  the  work.  One  notes  again  freedom  from  bovine 
T.B.  Seventeen  persons  hold  slaughterman’s  licences. 

Milk  and  Dairies. — The  department  is  no  longer  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  issue  of  licences  to  retailers  in  connection 
with  the  sale  of  milk  under  special  designations.  No  samples 
were  taken  in  the  course  of  retail  distribution  of  milk. 
County  Council  officers  submitted  29  samples  of  T.T.  milk 
for  biological  testing  with  negative  results.  The  County 
Medical  Officer  has  kindly  furnished  the  details. 

Inspection  of  Food  Shops. — Routine  inspection  of 
these  has  been  kept  up  as  far  as  possible  but  less  than  the 
desirable  minimum  could  be  achieved  mainly  owing  to  calls 
on  your  inspector’s  time  in  relation  to  new  sewerage  schemes 
and  clearance  of  unfit  housing. 

One  is  glad  to  note  that  small  shopkeepers  in  villages, 
where  sewerage  schemes  are  now  in  operation,  have  volun¬ 
tarily  introduced  improvements  to  their  premises  made 
possible  by  connection  to  main  services.  However,  in  acting 
without  and  before  taking  the  advice  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  they  have  in  some  instances  not  gone  far  enough 
to  comply  with  the  regulations.  Although  shortcomings 
have  been  voluntarily  righted  since,  unnecessary  trouble  and 
expense  could  have  been  saved  if  they  had  first  ascertained 
what  were  the  minimum  requirements.  One  could  wish  for 
wider  knowledge  of  the  regulations  (now  seven  years  old) 
not  only  among  food  traders  but  among  architects  and  others 
responsible  for  drawing  up  and  submitting  plans  for  shop 
improvements.  It  is  mutually  embarrassing  when  profes¬ 
sionally  prepared  plans  have  to  be  rejected  because  essential 
requirements  have  not  been  met. 

Hotels. — During  1961  the  kitchens  of  a  principal  hotel 
were  completely  modernised  and  enlarged. 

Ice  Cream. — 8  new  registrations  were  effected  for  sale 
of  prepared  ice-cream,  making  a  total  of  76  registered  pre¬ 
mises. 
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Applications  are  now  made  from  an  unusual  variety  of 
premises,  viz. 

petrol  filling  stations  ; 

farm  premises  where  poultry  and  eggs  are  sold  ; 
industrial  canteens. 

The  manufacturing  companies  for  the  most  part  pro¬ 
vide  and  maintain  the  refrigeration  apparatus.  Several 
mobile  ice-cream  vehicles  were  inspected  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory.

This  year  there  was  little  communicable  disease  except 
for  a  large  epidemic  of  measles  which  gave  rise  to  373  notifi¬ 
cations.  Over  half  of  these  were  for  children  of  school  age. 

Five  notifications  of  dysentery  were  received  but  the 
columns  for  diphtheria,  smallpox  and  enteric  fever  remained 
blank  for  another  year. 

Miniature  Mass  Radiography. 

The  promised  public  survey  took  place  this  year.  Dr. 
Gordon  Evans  kindly  agreed  to  send  not  only  the  large  unit 
which  had  come  in  earlier  years  to  our  larger  centres  but  also 
the  small  caravan  (presented  by  voluntary  subscribers).  The 
latter  made  possible  visits  to  parishes  hitherto  excluded. 
The  report  of  the  medical  director  follows.  I  am  indebted  to 
him  and  to  your  Clerk,  Mr.  J.  I.  Young,  and  to  many  others 
for  the  detailed  arrangements  and  publicity  material.  The 
public  gave  good  support  and  the  results  were  useful.

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951. 

It  was  necessary  in  December,  1961,  to  seek  the  Council’s 
authority  for  application  to  be  made  to  the  magistrates’ 
court  for  an  order  to  remove  from  their  homes  two  old  ladies 
living  together  in  insanitary  conditions.  The  case  was,  how¬ 
ever,  not  heard. 

Miss  I —  (74)  was  not  devoting  to  herself  or  to  her  friend. 
Miss  S —  proper  care  and  the  premises  were  very  dirty, 
housing  a  vast  accumulation  of  rubbish.  She  consented 
before  a  court  hearing  to  enter  Lakin  House,  Warwick 
(Part  III  Welfare  accommodation). 

Miss  S —  (73)  aged  and  infirm  companion  of  the  above  per¬ 
son  voluntarily  entered  Warwick  Hospital  for  nursing 
and  medical  treatment. 

Great  assistance  was  obtained  from  the  County’s  area 
domestic  help  organiser  and  the  chief  public  health  inspector 
in  cleaning  the  premises  and  abating  nuisances.  Dr.  Young 
— Deputy  M.O.H. — also  did  much  work  on  behalf  of  the 
owner  to  arrange  for  certain  improvements  to  be  made  on 
her  behalf  with  a  view  to  fitting  the  house  for  their  later  re¬ 
occupation. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

Monthly  visits  of  inspection  and  treatment  were  carried 
our  under  contract  in  respect  of  92  farms  within  the  district. 
There  were  no  major  infestations  of  rats  or  mice  ;  seasonal 
and  sporadic  infestations  were  successfully  dealt  with  using 
the  ‘  Warfarin  ’  poisoned  bait  method. 

The  incidence  of  rats  and  mice  in  domestic  dwellings 
remains  low,  and  there  are  no  unusual  circumstances  to 
report.
